IjONDOV, May !}>.- -Treveleyan's speech 
is calculated to widen the breach between 
the (jioverunient and the Parnellito mem- 
hera, and may lead to a prolonged strug- 
gle. During the passage of tho now coer- 
cion bill through the Commons it was re- 
ceived with marked favor by tho Kngliah 
liarties. It is considered stable and etfoc- 
tivo and as pledging the new Irish Ciov- 
ermnent to a vigorous use of coercion 
agjiinst persons suspected of separative 
tendencies, or of encouraging agrarian 
outrages, Trovtdyan'a pronouncement 
produced the greatest satisfaction on tho 
lory benches. The debate was aoniewhat 
languid until Dillon arose at midnighr, 
and strongly denounced the bill as a 
measure for the protection of crime in 
Ireland. 

LcsDON, May 18. — (J- O. Trovolyaii, 
ttie new Irish sccret.ary, took his seat 
last, and was received warmly by liberal 
benches. The home rulers preserved a 
marked silence. Later on ho rose to do- 
fend the iio«v coercion act, which in his 
preamble he declared would not bo used 
against any constitutional cllbrt to alter 
existing institutions. The aiinoiinceinont 
was received with iroiiiiial cheers by 
some of the Irish nienibors. in defend- 
ing and explaining detJiils of the moas- 
ure ho adopted Mr. Forster's method, 
producing (ja decidedly unfavorable im- 
pression on those Irish meinbora who 
had looked for a more sympathetic atti- 
tude.

.lournal" publishes an eight column story 
of an anonymous letter sent and bearing j 
a London postmark, professigg to bo a 1 
confession of one uf the assassins.
